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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding rejections on claims 2 and 9, 
Applicant has argued that Honore teaches only reception card but not transmission too. Applicant has also argued that rejections on 
claims 5, 8 and 1 1 are based on reception only, and Rydbeck's art does not applied with Honore's reference on claims 4, 7 and 10. 
However, according to Applicant's claim language, "transmission/reception", it is interpreted as either transmission or reception. And so it 
is to their dependent claims 5, 8 and 11. As for rejections on claims 4, 7 and 10, rotating antenna for better reception is commonly known 
in the art. And Rydbeck teaches providing consistent high gain with changing antenna position, which would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to recognize and modify Honore's reference with a rotatable mount, in order to change antenna position for good 
reception.
